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News of the Quarter. 
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Our quarter’s budget is as prolific of new stamps as usual, but why some of them 
have been issued it would be hard to determine. For instance: above we give illustra- 
trations of the first four values of a new issue of stamps for Newfoundland, they are all 
of the same designs and colors as the set they supersede, but we fail to find any reason 
for the change unless it may be a matter of dealing at a cheaper store; for we notice 
that the new issue are made by the British American Bank Note Company of Montreal. 
They will prove very confusing to young collectors, as we have the one cent made by 
three different companies, all of the same general design and color, but differing in 
detail and shade. The peculiarities of the new set are shown by our cuts. 

JAPAN.—This country has changed the colors of two of its stamps, and added 
another new value to its already extended list; 1 sen, maroon; 2 sens, purple; 3 sens, 
orange. 

Hone Kone has been making new stamps by the surcharging process; thus we have 
5 cents over 18 cents, violet; 10 cents over 12 cents, blue, 16 cents, yellow, and 24 cents 
green. The 2cent is now printed in rose. 

Srraits SETTLEMENTs. While on the subject of surcharges we must not forget to 
chronicle those lately brought into use in this colony. They are as follow: 5 cents 
over 32 cents, vermilion; 7 cents over 8 cents, orange; 10 cents over 30 cents, claret. 

Goup Coast.—We have two new values belonging to this colony, same designs as 
others of the series. 15 penny, bistre; 2 pence, green. 
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VENEZUELA.—Above we give an illustration of the new set of stamps for this 
country; 5 cents., blue; 10 cents., red; 25 cents., yellow; 50 cents., brown; 1 bolivar, 
green. 

QUEENSLAND.—The one and two penny abominations of this colony have been re- 
enforced by a 6 p. green; 2 sh., blue; 5 sh., orange; i pound, pink. 

Virein Istes —In our chronicle of the West Indian Isles which had emitted new 
values, we omitted to include these islands. The design is of the new type; 24 pence, 
claret. 





Cyprus.—A cheap set of stamps has been prepared for England’s newest acquisition, 
by surcharging the stamps of the mother country with the name Cyprus. The values 
so farto hand are as follows: 4 penny, red; 1 p., red; 24 p., claret; 4 p., sea-green; 6 
p., Slate; 1s., green. 

we try nvelopes, 2 p., blue; Newspaper Band, 1 p., brown; Postal Cards, 4 p., 
1 p., and 14 p. 

Bermupa.—We have to provide spaces in our Albums for two new stamps of this 
island; 4 penny, brown; 4 pence, orange. 


























ARGENTINE REpusLic.—We annex an engraving of the new 4 cent wrapper of this 
country; it is printed in blue. 

CEYLON has added a high value to its set, same size as the 5 sh. English ; its picture 
adorns the title page of our publisher’s new catalogue. 

2 rupees 50 cents, pale red-brown. 

A registered envelope stamp has also been issued ; it is impressed on the flap of linen 
lined envelopes of two sizes. An engraving will be noticed below. 12 cents, pink. 

New SourH WALEs has followed suit by issuing a registered envelope, the design 
is given above; the color is red. 

HunGary adds a 2 p. newspaper band of the current type, printed in violet, to its 
set of postals. 

Rossa is now economizing its old stock of 8 and 10 k. envelopes, by surcharging 
them with a figute 7 and inscription in a fancy frame, printed in red. 

France.—The 3 centimes stamp is now printed in gray. 

NEvIs has issued a penny stamp, same design as the 24 p.; the color is mauve. 





PortvuGaL.—This country has at last discarded the embossed head which heretofore 
distinguished its stamps from those of all other nations ; but its new departure does not 
appear to have been very successful, as the lithographed design first issued, and shown 
by the first engraving, was soon supplanted by a wood-cut of the same design, modified 
somewhat in detail, as the nature of the work requi.ed. Of the first design we have : 

25 reis, pearl-grey ; same, surcharged, Azores and MADEIKa. 

Second type. 

5 reis, black ; 25 reis, pearl-grey ; same, surcharged, AzonES and MADEIRa. 

GERMANY.—The entire set have been issued with the money spelled Prenat; in the 
3 and 5 pf. the space left vacant by taking out the final e is filled by a numeral; the in- 
scription on the five Pf. reading 5 Prennic 5, instead of 5 Pfennige, as on the old 
stamps. We must also add that they are now printed in fugitive colors, so collectors 
must be careful about soaking their specimens. 

CASHMERE.—Two new values of the current set are now before us; the design is 
similar to those with which we are already familiar. 4 annas, red ; 8 annas, red. 

Sr. Vincent.—The 6 p. stamp of this island has been perforated down the center 
and each side ; surcharged, 1 p., in red, as a substitute for the new 1 p. of the old type, 
which is now printed in sap green,

THE NUMBERS ON THE ENGLISH STAMPS. 


Most collectors have noticed the small figures on some of the English stamps and 
have wondered what — are intended to represent. This has never been officially an- 
swered, but it is believed to represent the number of plates used in their manufacture ; 
thus the first plate made of a new value is marked ‘‘1,” and when it has become worn 
out it is replaced by a new plate numbered ‘‘2,”and so on. This theory may be objected 
to on the ground that the number could be placed on the margin of the sheet, instead of 
repeating it 240 times, as is required for a sheet of penny stamps. However this may be, they 
are of some use to collectors as indicating the watermark to be found on any stamp 
without soaking it off the paper; and it was with a view to this use that the present pa- 
per was written. 

The first notice we find taken of these figures is in the first edition of Lallier’s album, 
where spaces are provided for three two-penny stamps Nos. 7, 8, and 9, something 
that has sorely puzzled many collectors to make out ; since that time many amateurs 
have taken up the pursuit of collecting the entire series, a list of which is here appended. 
It appears that this — of numbering was commenced in 1862 on all except the 2 p., 
which we have dated as early as July 15th, 1859, and credit given for the number of 
plates used up before that time. The data here given is taken from a collection of these 
stamps, which were selected with special reference to being cancelled with a dating 
stamp, care being always taken to get the earliest date procurable of the number, but, 
owing to the rarity of English stamps so obliterated, the gaps in the d&tes are quite fre- 

uent.

These commence at No. 4 and run to 
No. 20 in the set before us, but are unable to say if earlier numbers exist; on many 
stamps the figures are quite indistinct, and possibly may be lacking entirely. 

1} Pence. W.mk. acrown. This was first printed without figures and afterwards 
with No. 3. 

24 PENCE, pale claret. W. mk. an anchor. Nos. 1, 2 and 3. 

2) Pence, pale claret. W. mk. an orb. From No. 3 to 17 inclusive. 

24 Pence, blue. W. mk. an orb. Commencing with No. 17; No. 19 now in use.

They are made in three sizes, each perfect in itself, but designed 
for different ages. In the first, designated miniature, the scenes are the size of the engraving given 
above ; are printed on cards, beautifully colored, and full instructions for performing accom- 
panying each one. The price is 10 cents, or with characters, etc., already cut out, with wooden 
stage, and packed in box, 50 cents. They can be obtained in the principal cities, or will be sent 
by express on receipt of price. The next size, or that known as Seltzs, is four times as large 
and the coloring much finer. These cost 50 cents, or with one of the patent folding wooden 
stages, two dollars and ah if. 

‘‘Last year the writer was invited to attend a performance of the play of Cinderella, which 
was to be given by the son of our pastor. On entering the room we found that the sliding doors 
dividing the parlors had been drawn together leaving just sufficient space for the proscenium of 
the stage to stand in the front room, a table cloth being hung above and bclow, so that noth 
ing could be seen on that side but the front of the stage ; four rows of eight chairs were ar- 
ranged in a semi-circle before it. These were occupied by the friends of the family, the smaller 
children being placed in the front seats, while the older ones remained at the back, where they 
could see over the others’ heads. The gas being turned low in the room, the little oil foot-lights 
on the mimic stage burnt bright, and threw light on the curtain, which was raised at the sound 
of alittle bell. The performance then commenced, our young friend behind the stage in the 
other room, and his sister, reading the speeches of the supposed performers, and pushing the 
characters on the stage with wires at the proper time. With what a burst of applause the entry 
of the Fairy Queen was received when she was lowered to the stage by a hair, and the young lady 
read the tale of the sufferings of poor Cinderella. Then the scene changed to the cave of the 





- Kobolds, and the little card characters were seen in the performance of the work necessary for 


getting the fire ready to make the little glass slippers. This is finally accomplished while a 
chant is being sung back of stage; but we have not time to recount all of the changes of scene. 
from the kitchen to the ballroom, and from there to the castle court-yard, where the gorgeous 
equipage of Cinderella is suddenly transformed to the big pumpkin, and the poor frightened 
mice, rats and lizards. We left as pleased with our evening’s entertainment as if we had at- 
tended a concert conducted by grown people.” z 

® The large or ‘‘ mammoth ” size is the same as the Seltzs, except in dimension, the scenes 
being 22 inches high by 28 inches long, while the stage, being so much larger, there is, of course, 
room for more complicated effects, such as real painted act drops and curtains that roll up from 
the bottom. The plays for these can be had for a dollar and a half, or the large wooden stage, 
with two curtains and play complete, for ten dollars.
